I']r,  Chaiifimn  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Report  of  your  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1951. 

Population.0  The  population  of  the  Urban  Distrd.ct,  according 
to  the  preliminarj^  ropor'l',  of  tho  Census  taken  on  Sth  April, 

1951  was  1,271  (925  males  and  946  females  )<> 

Housing,  (a ) Overcrowding,  There  are  very  few  cases  of 
overcrowding  in  the  District, 

(b)  General,  A further  eight  houses,  erected  on  the 
Ludlow  Road  site,  became  occupied  during  the  year  and  a tender 
was  accepted  for  the  erection  of  six  houses  at  Offa’s  Road, 

Transport,  Transport  services  are  generally  adequate  for  the 
neighbourhood,  but  there  appears  to  bo  a tcndoncy  for  services 
to  bo  curtailed. 

Schools,  The  Coimty  Secondary  Modern  School  in  Ludlow  Road 
provides  facilities  which  it  is  desirable  should  bo  made 
available  at  the  Primary  School  in  V/est  Stroet, 

National  Health  Service,  Arrangements  for  the  dispensing  of 
medicines  might  bo  improved.  Nursing  facilities  are 
available  as  necessary, 

Water  Supply.  Tliirtoon  analyses  of  water  supplied  for 
domestic  use  were  made  during  the  year  and  those  proved  the 
water  to  bo  of  excellent  organic  purity.  Ton  dwelling 
houses  wore  connected  to  the  supply  during  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal,  The  sewerage  system  and 
purification  plant  are  functioning  satisfactorily,  the  renewal 
of  the  sprinkler  aimis  having  remedied  defects  in  filtration. 

The  works  are  kept  in  very  good  condition  and  tests  of  the 
effluent  are  taJeon  at  frequent  intervals# 

Refuse  Disposal.  House  refuse  continues  to  bo  satisfactorily 
dealt  with  both  as  regards  collection  and  incineration. 

Car  Phrk,  The  proposed  extension  of  the  Car  Phrk  should 
provide  additional  accommodation  for  the  increasing  number  of 
vehicles  to  bo  parked, 

Inioctious  Disease . There  wore  10  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified,  vizs  I-fcaslos  Sce.rlot  fever  I5  Chiclconpox  6,
